It’s here at last, this enigmatical year of 1968! 

Much has been forcast of the wondrous and possible earth 
shattering propensities cf this corning year. My previous tvjo articles 
on this theme have played a small part in awakening my readers to a 
few of the events in the past year or so which tend to strengthen my 
own beliefs in the subject, and I am sure, have a direct bearing on 
the whole matter.

Seme degenerate type of people who are, 
unfortunately, often In the public eye, via the stage cr screen

This, however, 
does not alter the principle of what Is right or wrong. 

! am not against abrevlater costumes on the beach or In the street 
providing they are of an acceptable, and artistic design. !

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4, Last and not least tho pollution of our air, land and sea by 
atomic fallout, wesdicides, and insecticides, aiso our drinking 
water by misguided do-gooders with the insertion of sodium 
s i Iicate flouride. 

The agricultural poisons and insecticides are nesessary to some 
extent, but the indiscriminate usage of them is beginning to 
have wide scale effect on certain foods that we eat and are bound 
to provide hazards to the health of the world populace.

Few issues before the public today are more confused and confusing 
than the controversji over UFOs. On the one hand, ordinary people are being 
told by professional people that they are "just seeing things." On the 
others professional scientists and reporters often seem to forget that the 
man in the street has a pair of eyes in his face and a■ sprirJcling of 
horse sense in his head* 

The people who see UFOs an.d the people who "disprove" them simply 
aren*t hearing each other. The problem is compounded by the fact that a 
good marg- sightings - I wouldn’t care to guess what percentage - can 
actually be axtributed to conventional craft or natural phenomena. It is 
f'orther compounded by the existence of so-called UFO Vvitnesses who malce a 
religion of their sightings, and with whom many genuine v/itnesses tend to 
be lumped together as kooks. 

The press does not help matters. Acting chiefly as a rumor-monger, 
it circulates fantastic '"flying saucer" stories one da^^’, only to spread 
equally fantastic official "explanations" the next. A newspaper reporter 
does not have time to investigate sightings in great depth, and the 
scientific cornmuni-ty is not doing the job for him. 

How do you find the truth in such a situation? I decided to go after 
it on ng/- own. ei-^ht-mpnth search has led down many a blind alley and 
through more than one labyrinth of bureaucratic, h-edging. I have been 
sceptical and hard-headed toward reports and disclaimers alike. My 
conclusions are open-ended, arrived at by a continuous and stringent 
effort to approach the problem philosophically as v/ell as scientifically. 
Tjiis effort is still going on, but I am now fairly certain of two thmngs: 
first, UFOs do indeed exist, and second, no one - including the United 
States Air Force - knov/s \/hat they are, where they come from, or v/hat 
their purpose is. 

People who have seen UFOs are often subjected to unfair treatment 
at the hands of officials, the press, and the public at large. Many sane 
men and women suddenly confronted by this phenomenon resolve to keep quiet 
rather than risk ridicule. Everyone who knov/s anything about UFOs would 
be much happier if they would either go av/ay or stay put long enough for 
us to find oub what they are. 

The question mark .sui^rounding their appearances represents an 
important gap in hutsan knov;ledge. In. builrling for the future v/e need to 
laiow what kind of v/orld we are living in, and our ■«inderstanding of life 
on this planet could conceivably be changed by the truth about UFOs, when 
and if we comr to know it. 

The following results of search for this truth are cruelly 
compressed for lack of space. Fiirther, it is virtually impossible to wnite 
a stoi;^^ w.hich keeps changing as it is being written. At press time I have 
repor^.'.s that certain key witnesses vhom I interviev;ed 3 months ago are 
being subjected to outuageous persecuti.cn SvS a. result of their siglitings. 
Eut deadlines make furtlier investiga,tion impossible for the moment. 

Let’s look first at the four classioa,! liypotheses which have been 
invented to "explain" UFOs. 

1« The -/lir Force positions All sightings are the result of Inown, 
co-T'ventio.naJ. events inducting Jiian-made objects, nortural phenpm‘j?:n,

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2. The "secret development" hypothesis, which speculates that UPOs 
are experimental craft developed by either the USA or the USSR. (So far as 
I'm concerned, this one can be discounted. No secret could be so well kept 
for so long. Besides, UPOs have been seen in nearly eveiy countiy of the 
world, and recorded sightings long predate the technological age.) 

3. The " atmospheric life form" hypothesis, v/hich is the rarest and 
most fascinating of all. Do there exist, high in the earth's atmosphere, 
forms of living creatures hitherto unknomto man? (Por ny money, no. This 
would be a more fantastic development than men from Mars, and it would 
hardly fft the machine-like objects described.) 

4. The extraterrestrial hypothesis, which maty sane and respectable 
commentators consider the "hardest to punch holes in" and therefore the 
likeliest explanation. Do UPOs come from superior civi^sations alien to 
earth? (Because this «ne appeals so strongly to wi^hfol thinking, I am 
uncomfortable with it. There may be other explanations no one has thought 
of. But meanwhile this solution remainiS as plausible as any other. The 
mere statistical probability that intelligence exists beyond our solar 
^stem is overwhelming. Besides, the question is notwhether such beings 
could travel to earth, but whether in fact they are doing it.) 

In order to "prove" that UPOs ]aave no real, physical existence, 
you would have to explain all know sittings under the "Air Force 
hypothesis." But will all sightings fit this categoijfc? Obviously not, as 
we shall see. 

Since 1947 a central Air Force agency has investigated well over 
10,000 UFO reports in the United States. At ny last count it has failed to 
identify 646. All cases are in the files of the Project Blue BDOk at 
Wright-Patterson Field, Dayton, Oiiio, the official agency charged with 
evaluating and explaining "difficult" sightings. (l/Vherever possible, 
reports are "explained" on a local basis without being forwarded to 
Dayton.) 

The 646 officially "unidentified" contain "all pertinent data 
necewsaiy to suggest a valid hypothesis concerning tha cause or explanation 
of the report," but their "description of the object or its motion cannot 
be correlated with ary knovic object or phenomena." Yet the Air Force 
maintains there is "no evidence that sightings categorised as unidentified 
represent technological developments or principles beyond the range of 
present-day scientific knowledge." 

Hov/ do you reconcile these two convoluted statements? One says UFOs 
"cannot be correlated with ary knovm. ... phenomena," yet the other claims 
they represent no "technological developments or principles beyond the 
range of present-day scientific knowledge." Either this reasoning is 
specious or there is some "present-day scientific knowledge" that I, for 
one, have hot heard of. To illustrate, let us examine two of the 646 US 
sightings officially listed as "unidentified". 

An egg-shaped object si^ited in New Mexico; On April 24, 19^4, 
betv/een 5 and 6 p.u. , patrolman Lonnie Zamora vras chasing a speeding car 
in the open country near Socorro, New Mexico, v/hen he saw and heard what 
he took to be an explosion "in an area where ^ dynamite shack ms known to 
be located" (quotations refer to an Air Force document). Going to investigate, 
he discovered in a shallovj- gully a white, egg-shaped object supported on 
four "girder-like legs". He had approa.oh.od to within, aomc 100 feet when the 
object eiLiitted a roar, spev,/ing "bluish and orange flame", 2X)se about 20 
feet in tha air, and hovered for a few seconds,' during which ''there was nj 
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longer an;/ noise, smoke, nor flames.” Then it flev/ silently away ”in a 
southerly direction fol!lovn.n,Q: the contour ox the gully.” 

Air Force, civilian, and F.B.I. i/ivesti^atons later found depress¬ 
ions left in the ground by the landing gear and ”an apparently burned 
bush in the area. ” 

It has been suggested that the object was some sort of expisrimental 
device developed for a U3 space probe. But the i\ir Force says that ”all 
attempts.to reach such a conclusion v/ere inconclusive.” Further, although 
the object rose from the groimd in v/hat \/ould appear to habe been a 
fairly conventional blast-off, it hovered silently, then fle\/ away silent^ 
ly« If such a technological feat falls within the ”range of present-day 
scimtific Inov/ledge,” then the discoveiy of some revolutionary new 
physical principle ha,s yet to be reported on the fi^ont page of the Kew 
York Times. 

As he approached the gully, Zamora ”savj‘ two people in v/hite cover¬ 
alls very close to the object. One of these persons seemed to turn and 
look stral^t at (hLs) car.” As the ground dipped beneath liim, he lost 
sight of the figares, \/hich were no longer in evidence u^hen he topped 
the final ridge adjeoent to the gully. 

Tlois mu-ch information is contained in the Air Force files. But if 
we turn to the files of UCCAP (National Investiga,tions Cominittee of 
Aerial Phenomena) - the oldest and. largest civilian agency investigating • 
UFOs - v/e find a detail the Air Force fails to mentions Zamora estimated 
Shese ”people in white coveralls” to be 4^ feet tall, basing his guess on 
the measured, height of a nearby bush sioiultaneously in view. (The 
reliability and thoroughness of NICAP*s investigative network appear good. 
They are careful, sceptical, and releixtlessly harsh in exposing hoaxes or 
illusions. Many other sightings of vary.ing . credibility include this 
”humanoid” feature, v/ith reported heights usually ranging from 3-|- to 4^ 
feet.) 

The incident at Exeter, ^e\7 Hampshire. Another case among the 646 
”unidentifieds*^‘ is cn its vray to becoming the most famous US signting of 
this d.ecade, thanks to Joh.n Fuller^s book ”Inc.ident at Ezeeter. ” Early on 
September 3j 1965? Norman Iv!liscarello v/as hitch-hi.king on Route I50 nean 
Exeter, New Hampshire. There was little traffic, and by 2 a.m. he was 
walking along the highway between open fields. Silently and v/ithout 
warning, a roirid ”thing” as big as a house, aglow with briglit ligirhs, 
swooped down upon him out of the sk;^^. Hovering, floating, wobbling and 
yawing, it came so close that he dived into a ditch by the roadvside and 
covered his hea.d for protection. 

After it went arway, he hailed a car and made for the Exeter Police 
Station. A sceptical patrolman ond Air I'orce veteran, Eugene Bcrt.rarid, 
drove the panic-stricken young man back out to the site. Seeing nothing 
unusual, they left the patrol car and walked across a field whore some 
horses were corralled near a stand of trees. The horses began to whinry 
and kick, Muscarello shouted, and Bertrand saw the object rise up f?jcm 
behind the trees. In Faller*s words, ”It uame tov>rard them like a lead* 
fluttering from a tree... ..The entire area was bathed in brilliant red 
light.” (This ”dead leaf effect” is often reported in cases of disk¬ 
shaped UFOs.) 

The object hovered *100 feet above the field for se\^eral minutes 
while Bertrand and liiscarellc watched it from the patrol ca::. Its lights 
were too bright to reveal the distinct outline. It seemed to rock tack

and forth on its axis, and a configuration of pulsating red lights around 
its rim appeared to '*dim rapidly'* in sequence from ri^t to left. 

Bertrand said later the thing "oould turn on a dime," defying all 
known principles of aerodynamics. Just before it moved away to the east 
another patrolman, David Hunt, arrived in time to see the object and con¬ 
firm observations by the other men on its appearance and behavior. 

Investigating this and other sightings near Exeter over a period of 
some three months. Fuller found and interviewed nearly 60 witnesses of 
"average to better than average" intelligence, ci^aracter, and reliability. 
-And he interviewed many other persons whose testimony he rejected. 

An Air Force spokesmati v/ith whom I discussed the Exeter case askeds 
"If it got that close and had so margr li^nts, wliy couldn*t they make out 
a clearer outline?'* I had to admit that if a car rushed at me out of the 
dmrk with headlights blazing I wouldn^t expect to see its outline veiy 
clearly. The same spokesman tried to suggest that Bertrand, Hunt, and 
Muscarello might have been watching a high altitude refueling operation. 

I am relieved for these three men that they have each other to verily 
wha.t they saw. And tiy as I mqy, I cannot conceive that it lies wholly 
v/ithin the "range of present-day scientific knov/ledge." 

Nov/ let us look at tv;o ^^66 cases from among the more than 10,000 
"identified" sightings in the U, S. A.F. files. Both of the following cases 
have been officially "explained". 

The identified "swamp gas" sightings in Mchigans On March 20, 1966, 
at Dexter, Frank and Ronald Manner, a farmer and his son, went outdoors to 
investigate their dogs* sudden yelping and hov/ling. Tliey sav/ a "football 
shaped" object fly over their house and hover close to the ground in a 
nearby swamp. They ran to v/ithin 500 yards of the object v/hen its lights 
briglitened, then v/ent out. The men heard a "v/histle like the sound of a 
rifle bullet ricochet," and the "horrible thing" appeared to take off at 
great speed, passing directly over them "in just an instant." The New 
York Times reported that "at least 40 persons including 12 policemen" saw 
similar manifestations in the same sv/amp later that evening. 

The follovmng night, March 21, girls in a women's dormitory at 
Hillsdale (Michigan) College saw a sinuMar object fly past, swoop dov/n 
and hover. As the news spread through the build.ing, seventeen girls saw 
the object fly away to the south and disappear. Half an hour later it 
re'cmned from the same direction, fle\. over a gaihsii behind the dcimitoiy, 
and settled into a v/eedy depression some 1,500 feet away. 

William Van Horn, civil defense director of Hillsdale County, 
alerted by telex^hone, rushed to the dormitor^^. Together v/ith the girls and 
their housemother, he watched the object hover for several hours. 

The Manners had described an elongated "thing" v/ith a "grayish- 
yohLOvi* surd’ace '‘pit’tea jiji:c oorai rocic" and carrying a light a;k either 
end. Van Horn saw only the two lights, v/hich maintained a fixed distance 
apart as they "rose and fell" reaching heights of "100 to I50 feet." 

Through his binoculars he perceived a "light ha^e" forming behind what he 
assumed to be the structure connecting the lights. Silhouetted against this 
haze he thouglit he saw a "convex shape." 

The Air Force sent its chief scientific consultant on UFOs - Br. J. 
Allen Hj^nek, director of Dearborn Observatory at Northwestern University - 
to in/estigate three sightings. H:Ls official report is a carefully worded, 
complex argamont. After careful study, I am willing to grant the slim 
possibility that Hiynek may be right. But I strongly doubt it. 
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First he cites Llinnaert. the Patch astronomer, v/hose *Watare of 
Ligiit and Color in the Open xlir'* is a classic \vork on natural optical 
phenomena. -4ccordi.ng to llinnaert, sa^»s H^’netz, lights caused by sv/amp gas 
''resemble tir.y fl-cines soin'etj.mes seen right on the gro^rnd and sometimes 
rising and floating above’it • *' But ]\’Iinnaert actually sayss These lights 
"resemble tin^’’ flames about one-half inch to five inches high and not more 
than two inches broad. ScmetiLies they are right on the ground, at other 
times they float about four inches a bove " V&y does Hi^mek cite 
Klnnaert as an autliorit;^’', yet fail to be specific in his para.phrase. of 
i'iinnaert^s description? HyOiek the "glov/ing lights over the s^7amps 

near Pexter and Eillsdale. . ^ appeared to. .arise a short distance," This 
"short distance" was estimoied by Van Horn as ”XQ2. &7en 

al,loving for the most dra.3tic margin of error, you have a whopping 
discrepancy betvreen Miina-ert' s four inches and litn Horn ns I50 feet. 

H^niek sa;>^s "no’group of v/itnesses obseiwed an^^ craft coming to or 
going from the swamp." Po a farmer and hj.s son fail to qualify as a 

"group" of witnesses? If so, what about the seventeen coeds at Hillsdale? 
And v/hat about the farmer ^s dogs who first sounded the alert? (These 
animals' behavior provides one of the most authentic touches in the entire 
"marsh gas" episode - remini.scent of the horses at Exeter and hundreds of 
s’.hnilar* accounts.) If spa,ce peimitted, one could poke many more holes in 
Ifynek's "Wlll-o'-the T/isp" liypothesis. 

An 85-mile "Venus chase" from Ravenna, OHios Our second "identified" 
sighting took place shortly after 5 a.m. on -^oril 17* Peputy Pale'Spaur of 
the Portage Couht^’^ Sheriff’s Office and Wilbur Heff, a mechanic and pain*,^ 
time deputy, were making rounds in a patrol ca,r several miles south-east 
of Ravenna, Oh.io, when their radio announced that a UFO had been seen 
leaving iikron, headed in their direction» 

V/iti'iin a few minutes the object appea.red from the west at an altitu.vde 
of about 200 feet. Arj it approached, the roadside was brightly ilJciminaced, 
and the light was reflected from the metal parts of a nearby crane. 
Fuigiitened, the tv/o men fled to their car for cover. V/hen the object 
pa.ssed almost directly overhead they heard a humming soimd simjilar to the 
vdiine of high tension power lines. (There were no such lines in the 
viciriity.) 

The object moved eastward dov/n the highway, and the men drove after 
it, often reaching speeds over lOOmiles pur hour to keep it in sight. 

Several times it disappeared over the horizon, then seamed to wait 
till they caught up before moving on again. 

Spaur later said they were "close-, closer than I ever vrant to be 
again," Judging from his sketch and description, they were diasing a dome- 
shaped disk nearly 50 feet in diameter, presumably flat-bottomed, with a 
curved, antenna-like projection on its "tail" (top rear portion relative 
to path of travel). The top, or dome, appeared dark and solid, but the 
bottom V7as invisible because of a bright cone projecting downward to a 
point, like a flame of intense v/hite light. ITeff said it v/as too bright to 
look at. 

The two men followed this thing 85 miles to the south-east across 
the Pennsylvania border to Conway, about 18 miles from Pittsburgh, Near 
Ea^t Palestine, Ohio, Wayne Huston, another officer, overheard their radio 
conversation, and 'waited for them o?i St^ite Route I4. Ee is reported to 
have seen the object pass ov^erhead at great speed. Then as the deputies* 
car passed, he joined the chaso. 
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The official explanation is that these three men were dashing, across 
the countryside in hot pursuit of the planet Venus, But before we all 
lau^h, I must admit that when I examined this case in the Air Force files, 

I tended to accept their hypothesis. One factor seemed nearly conclusive. 
On that morning, in that part of the country, the sk;^^ was cloudless. 

Venus had risen shortly after 3s30 a.m. and, apart from the moon, well 
into its last quarter, v/ould have been the brightest thing in the sky. 

Yet, according to the Air Force, neither Spaur nor Neff reported seeing 
any '*star’' in the sky. 

It is v/ell knovm that Venus can play pranks which sometimes fool 
the most experienced observers. Although I was puzzled "the Ravenna 
object's apparent height above the horizon (which would seem to rule out 
major distortion from the atmosphere) and apparent path of travel (toward 
the east, whereas Venus v/as rising from the east), there v/as no doubt 
wliatever that Venus was a prominent object in the slcy at the time of this 
cighting^ Since Neff and Spaur reported no '*star'* in the sky, Venus must 
have been they saw. 

Several days later, I casually mentioned the Ravenna case during a 
visit to NICAP headquarters in V/ashington, B.C. I fully expected Dick Hall, 
the organisation^ s associate director, to agree that this was clearly a 
case of unidentified flying planets. But instead, he declared that the 
Neff - Spaur si^iting was one of the strongest and best witnessed cases of 

1966, 

''But since they didn^t see Venus..'* I began. 

"Is that what the .Air Force told you?" he asked incredulously, 

"They saw the moon and Venus both, and this thing they were follovidng 
v;asn^t anywhere near either of them." Then he enumerated details the Air 
Force hadn^t mentioned: The third patrolman v/ho parked at the interse.Gtion 
and saw the object pass overhead, the way the g.round and crane were 
ill-uminated as it v/ent over, the humming noise it made. 

I determined to check this out myself. Had the tv/o men seen Venus 
or not? Neff and Spaur v/ere difficult to reach. Huston, the "third man", 
had quit his job, changed his name, and for the moment dropped out of 
sight altogether, Vflien at last I reached Neff by telephone, he seemed 
reluctant to talk. He remembered seeing the moon, br.t not a star. He 
couldn’t Bdj for sure he hadn’t seen one. Neither did he remember whether 
he reported seeing one. It had been nearly three months,. 

It took another twojiweeks to reach Spaur. To ny great relief, he was 
articulate and willing to talk. Yes, he had seen a bright "star" near the 
moon. (On jjhe eve of the sighting, Venus was in conjunction with the 
moon.) He saw this "star" long before tlie object appeared. 

vVhen I asked his opinion of the Air Force explanation, he said: 

"Bead wrong, I may not imov; the difference between a star and a planet, 
but I do know the difference between a machine that comes so close you 
run for cover and a natural object you see every day.” Hie told me that a 
representative from Project Blue Book canae out to Ravenna for a curso.ry 
investigation tlireo weeks after the sigb.ting - nearly as long after the 
official "identification" was released. Thus would appear that the 
regiilts of ^he Mr Force investigation were p ublished b efore jftie investig¬ 
a tion took . 

These four oases do not even nd.clc the surface of the va.st 
available BFO ev.i/lc'.noe nor ho-ve we had space for more than the most 
cursor^" look at t.hemo But they do provide a glimpse, and they are typical 
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i:i chat tens of thon.^and-s of srrllar reports aro equally \7ell v/itnessed 
and docTumented thrcughoivt the civilised v/orld. 

These cases raise .o.t least tliree serious questionss Can v/e accept 
the official conclusion tha.t UPO si^itings represent no '^teclinologi cal 
developments or principles beyond the range of present-day scientific 
kiiov/ledge”? Should not Liany of the officially '^identified" cases be 
reclassified as "luiidentified"? How can innocent persons be protected 
from anxiety and persecution visited on them as the result of maiiifesb- 
ations in the sfa'’? 

In ether words, I question v/hether Project Blue Book has been 
conducting a tho.rciuglily scientific and ctiiioal investigation. Its oim 
scientific adviser. Dr. Bjaick, of "marsh gas" fame, appears to have his 
doubts too. In a recent letter to "Science" magazine he cadis on h:ls- 
cnlleagues to give serious attvmtion to the lFPO puzzle. "Scientists of 
the recent pai^t have dismissed UP'O reports as nonsense," he writes, 

‘•‘But nov; I v/an.t their help." He is particularly adept at pointing out 
that the Air Force canno j clarm to have "no evidence"of sightings 
representing devo,lopments urlnown tomodem science so long as it has 
■unidentified cases in i.ts file. 

I have thougi'it all along tha.t I-Iynek v/a^s a good man, if you could 
get liim to speak off the cuff. How he seems vdlling to adr his cuiTs in 
public, maybe this lijien can at last be washed. 

- Following this nev«rs comes the announcement that Project Blue Book 
has just commj.ssioned the University cf Colorado to do a l^-’Cionth 
"independent'' study cf UFO reportSc ^-troncmers, meteorologists, 

chi arris ts, and other specialists Avill exp-lore the question across 
d'-3oi.plinary lines in an effort to discover now patterns and formulate 
ans7/ors, 


Lily enthusiasm ad thi.s lcng-a.waited disclosure is somew-hat dar^^ened 
br^’’ the fact that I can thinlc of no uni'vorsity v.dth stronger Air Force 
and HAS A ties. Perhaps Ul^Os can get a fair hearing there, but I must add 
my ov/n impertinent vajonxng co thc-se 3peoird..lsts as t‘!:.ey take up their 
tanks It’s all very well to build a.a elaborate 'psychological tboc.Tjr 
demonstrating that UF3s a.ron’t roaliy tliere? but tliis won’t ccnvinca a 
former in Iowa thad hallucinati.o:is set fire to hrs cornfield.

January 8 9.50 p.m. 

Mr. Kenneth McDonald, 25, of Henley Beach, an Adelaide sea-side suburb, 
reports that ho sighted an object, white in colour, which travelled across 
the sky from V/cst to East, on this fine and warm evening. 

The object which appeared to be about the size of a star or satellite 
traversed an arc of approximately 30 degrees, then abruptly faded and 
disappeared. There'..es a total absence of any sound, and no discernable 
smoke trails emanaS’od from the craft. No deviations in the crafts 
course wore observed. Duration of sighting - 10 seconds. 

Janaary 8 6.20 p.m. 

Radio Mr. C.G. Sappiatzer, 51 of Hilton, an Adelaide inner suburb, 

reports that whilst sitting at his radio transmitter idly gazing out of 
the window and conversing with one of his conferes, his attention was 
drown to a dark blue disc shaped object which flashed across the sky at 
terrific speed. The object which was first seen at an elevation of 30 
North, aporoximated the size of a five cent coin held at arms length. 

Mr. Sappiatzer also reports that the disc had what appeared to be a dome 
on its upper surface. After approximately 30 seconds tlio craft abruptly 
climbed to an elevation of 60 , diminished in size and finally disappeared. 

Mr. Sappiatzer contacted a few of ^ts'^l^tepMtriends by radio and asked them 
to v/atch for the croft, but the sighting was over before they v;ero fully 
alerted. Duration - 30 seconds. 

Jannary 18 9.00 p.m. 

Quorn, South Australia: Two young motor mechanics were tra’/elling back 

to Quorn on the Hawker Road after attending a job at Loigh Creek, when 
approxicsgfcty 12 miles North of Hawker they noticed an orange glov/ a few 
hundred yards in front of their vehicle, something like an illuminated road 
sign. 

The mechanics, one aged 30 years and the other 20, who do not wish their 
names published, stated that the orange light seemed to split in two as 
they approached, and rising into the air came tov/ards them at cabin 
height. They had the impression that the lights wore attached to a 
solid black body of approximately 8 feet in width. The ’’thing” passed 
close over their heads and disappeared into the night. 

There was an absence of any kind of sound or trail. They report also 
that the night was extremely overcast. I refer to this latter item 
because it has a direct bearing on my evaluation.

Th^TiTst and last items on this report can, I feel suro, be accounted 
for by one simple wor, ’’Satol I ites*'. Everything seems to Doint to 
this fact. 

Mr. Sappiatzer’s description of his object, which conforms closely 
to thousands of previous reports from all over the world, would 
indicate that if ho has not been provicusly in touch with ’’saucer" 
affairs or read any book on the subject, his sighting can bo officially 
recognised, and must be regarded as a classic. 

The sighting from Quorn raises a few points which I will endeavour to 
explain. Not having met tnc tv;o young men in question to be able to 
assess their characters or cheer, their veracity, I must formulate my 
theories from iheir written intoinnation. Lot us examine 1 he report in 
tlfe following v/ay. (a) The nig'vf was v;ann and ovorsnsv. 

(b) They were travelling on an unlit road in open 
Country. 

(c) The time was 9.00 p.m. and they v/ero rotu''ning 
homo from work after a i;ot & tiring day. 

Any person wlo,has driven a car under iike conditions will toll you that 
many simple things wiicili happen and normally have a rational expl'.nai Ion. 
can, under conditions of siress or fatiguo produce hallucinatory effects 
which'can be very disturbing. 

I rm not saying that our roporters did not see semething vjhich could be 

cassified as an unidentified flying object. I am trying to examine the 

report in a puroiy scientific and un-emotional way, thus:- 

Tl'.e twin orange glov/s approaching their vehicle could possibly be 
the reflocfion of their own headlights on a bank of low lying mist 

or smoko. Tho blackness, which seemed to extend to both sides of 

the iights would be an optical effect caused by thoir brilliance. 

The rising of the lights os the vehicle approached would bo caused 
by air pressures bui!t--up in front of the speeding car, and the 
absence furfher visual signs such as tail lights etc would 
indicate that' the smoke or hiist was dissipated by the vehicles 
passage. 

If the car’s ignition had been affected by the "craft" then I 
would not hesitate in rocognising their sighting as a report of 
an extra-terresiia! object, as ii is, I feel that I must regard 
it as a mirage, strange and disturbing that it must have been!
